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Architecture and the preservation of memory 


Architecture, landscape architecture and art have 
served as media through which societies historical- 
ly have attempted to frame and preserve the 
memory of both glorious and catastrophic events. 
Boston architect Julian Bonder, Assoc. ALA exam- 
ines the ways in which this is done in the BSA 
Lecture Series on December 17 at the Boston 
Public Library. 


“In modern societies,” Bonder notes, “collective 
memory is negotiated in the social body's beliefs 
and values, rituals and institutions and public sites 
of memory such as museums, monuments and 
memorials.” In his presentation this month, 
Bonder offers concepts, projects and built work 
for a discussion of current issues about memory, 


trauma, architecture, landscape, public art and 


public space. He draws on a variety of projects 
throughout the world in order to provide an 
overview of the relationship between architecture 
and memory and describes his own design investi- 
gations and projects that address historic/traumat- 
ic events; his design of the Holocaust Museum 
(above) in Worcester is one such example. 


Bonder maintains a practice in Boston and teach- 
es at Roger Williams University School of 
Architecture in Rhode Island. Before coming to 
Boston, he led his own architecture firm in 
Buenos Aires.

Innovation in home-theater

Anmahian Winton Architects honored with national award 


Honored earlier this year by AIA New England and 
by the BSA, the design of the Orange Innovations 
project in Cambridge by Anmahian Winton 
Architects is among the 10 American projects recog- 
nized in October in the national Business Week/ 
Architectural Record design awards program. 


The project (right) is the U.S. debut of the giant 
European mobile-phone company. The site was an 
existing group of five one-storey masonry warehouses 
separated by narrow alleyways. The architect treated 
the buildings as a single structure, replacing the alley- 
ways with glass atria and planted bamboo (“the con- 
ceptual and formal stitch that weaves the spaces 
together”). 


The central element of the facility is its “think tank” 
— a space dedicated to design engineering whose 
walls expand, transforming it into a lecture hall that 
can accommodate 100 people. Custom and mobile 
workstations were designed to promote the culture of 
the individual and group workspaces. 


Costs and benefits of green 
design are assessed 


A functional definition of a “green” building, life- 
cycle assessment, the problems of determining costs, 
the price of energy, the value of pollution associated 
with energy, the cost-effectiveness of water conserva- 
tion and demand-reduction strategies, the retail cost 
of disposal and diversion, insurance benefits of green 
buildings and other issues are at the core of a report 
released in October that was developed by a task 
force of over 40 California state government agencies. 
Titled “The Costs and Financial Benefits of Green 
Buildings”, the report is described as “the most defin- 
itive cost/benefit analysis ever conducted...[and] 
demonstrates conclusively that sustainable building is 
a cost-effective investment.” 


The authors of the report note that it was written 
with specific attention to California state buildings 
but that the data are “national in scope and [the] 
conclusions are broadly applicable to other types of 
buildings and for other public- and private-sector 
entities.”

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The BSA is really dense 


More than 350 architects, planners, developers, pub- 
lic officials, educators, community leaders, and others 
— roughly half from Boston and half from elsewhere 
in the U.S. and Canada — gathered at the Omni 
Parker House Hotel in Boston in September for the 
first “National Conference on Density: Myth and 
Reality”. 


While BSA president David Dixon FAIA conceived 
and chaired the conference, more than 20 national 
organizations joined the BSA as sponsors/supporters. 
Significant financial and in-kind assistance also came 
from MassHousing, Goody, Clancy & Associates, 
The Jones Payne Group, the Autospace Corp., the 
Homebuilders Association of Massachusetts, Noble 
& Wickersham LLP and The Lincoln Institute of 
Land Policy. 


The program began early on Friday, September 12, 
with a series of tours, workshops, presentations and 
panel discussions organized by the national AIA 
Housing Committee and Regional and Urban Design 
Committee and designed to explore the role that 
density can play in realizing a new American dream. 
The two national committees that organized this day 
of events were holding their joint national meetings 
in conjunction with the conference; keynote speaker 
Doug Kelbaugh FAIA — speaking to an enthusiastic 
sold-out audience — urged participants to develop a 
new perspective on density in America. 


Later that day Boston mayor Tom Menino and BRA 
director Mark Maloney welcomed everyone to 
Boston and BSA president and conference chair 
David Dixon FAIA summarized the core themes of 
the conference while describing the need to create a 
sense of “civic density” based on new approaches to 
building livable communities. The award-recipients 
in the BSA’s concurrent “Design for Density” nation- 
al ideas competition were introduced by competition 
director Rob Chandler AIA and jury chair Jonathan 
Barnett FAIA. 


Saturday morning began with a series of workshops 
(with content provided by ULI, the National Trust 
for Historic Preservation, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and eight other national and local 
organizations) focusing on density “realities” related 
to design, development, housing affordability, trans- 
portation, neighborhoods, sustainability, land-use, 
smart growth, historic preservation and race. Nine 
cities across the country provided case studies that 
focused on innovative density initiatives — Miami, 
Birmingham, Houston, Arlington, Boston, Portland 
(Oregon), Chicago, New York and San Diego. 
Former Maryland governor Parris Glendenning drew 
a standing ovation for his keynote address (“The 
Political Reality of Myths about Density”) as did 
Doug Foy, Massachusetts Secretary for 


Commonwealth Development, for his address on BSA | Dec 2003 7 
“New Approaches to Managing Growth in 


Massachusetts.” 


Sunday, the closing day of the conference, opened 
with a spirited discussion of “Density — The New 
American Dream?” by a national panel of journalists 
moderated by BSA president David Dixon FAIA and 
including Robert Campbell FAIA (Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning critic of The Boston Globe), Elizabeth Padjen 
(editor of ArchitectureBoston), Anthony Flint (writer 
for The Boston Globe), John King (writer for The San 
Francisco Chronicle), and Roger Lewis FAIA (colum- 
nist for The Washington Post). 


The conference ended with a provocative roundtable 
discussion lead by conference director Randy Jones 
AIA who engaged many conference participants in an 
interactive discussion — and one of those partici- 
pants suggested that “the American love affair with 
the car is headed for a divorce”...and wondered, 
“where do we go next?”

Maps of Boston are now 
on the web 


The Boston Redevelopment authority (BRA) report- 
ed in October that it has updated original b-&-w 
zoning maps of the city dating to 1962 with digital 
maps now available online. 


In addition to increasing public access to these maps 
by making them available online, the effort has also 
improved the legibility of the maps and enables the 
BRA staff to make corrections to the maps. Each map 
now shares the same format, font and size for consis- 
tency and the use of color in the new maps reduces 
the number of maps necessary to convey information. 
For example, until now, three separate maps were 
required to illustrate the midtown cultural district; 
now all of the information has been consolidated 
onto one map. 


This two-year editing and revision process was a joint 
effort of the BRA’s Office of Digital Cartography and 
GIS and the Zoning Department. The maps are 

available online at the BRA website (www. cityofboston. 


gou/braldownloadzone.asp). 
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5,000 young professionals 
respond to survey on careers 


Earlier this year 20,000 architectural interns, 
Associate AIA members, and young architects 
received the 2003 Internship and Career Survey 
developed by the national AIA Associates Committee 
and ArchVoices, the independent, non-profit think 
tank on architectural education and internship. Five 
thousand of those who received the survey responded 
to it and, based on a random sample of 1,000 of 
those respondents, the interesting findings included 
these: 


4 Nearly 25% of unlicensed respondents indicated 
that they do not plan to pursue a traditional archi- 
tectural career but do plan on pursuing registra- 
tion. 


A Nearly all of the respondents indicated an interest 
in mentoring while only half indicated satisfaction 
with the mentoring they were currently receiving. 


4A majority of those responding working in archi- 
tecture or architecture-related firms reported that 
their firms demonstrated a genuine commitment to 
interns yet half of all Intern Development Program 
(IDP) interns reported that they would have to 
switch firms in order to complete the IDP. 


4 Most of those who completed all nine divisions of 
the Architect Registration Examination (A.R.E.) 
took 18 months to complete the exam. 


4 Of those eligible to take the exam, lack of time to 
prepare was the most common reason provided for 
not taking it. 


4 Approximately half of those who responded and 
who had started taking or had completed the exam 
indicated that both their education and their 
internship prepared them adequately for the exam. 


4 Nearly 90% of all survey respondents, including 
interns and registered architects, supported the pro- 
posal to give architectural school graduates access 
to the exam concurrent with internship. 


4 Community service was sited as a priority by most 
of those who responded to the survey but less than 
one-third reported actually engaging in community 
service regularly. 


In addition to these responses to specific questions in 
the survey, nearly 1,000 additional narrative com- 
ments were received.

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Seven firms donate $145,000 
to support Foundation’s work 


When the BSA refinanced the mortgage on The 
Architects Building during the early 1990s recession, 
significant mortgage guarantees provided by several 
Boston architecture firms and allies were forfeited as 
part of the refinancing agreement with the lender. At 
the time, the BSA made a moral commitment to 
reimburse the guarantors for the funds forfeited once 
the first mortgage on the building was paid off. 


As ChapterLetter readers may recall, the BSA in fact 
paid off the first and second mortgages on The 
Architects Building recently, which then made it pos- 
sible for the BSA to honor its decade-old commit- 
ment to the design firms that forfeited their loan 
guarantees. The guarantees by each of the firms 
ranged from $12,500 to $37,500 and in recent 
months the BSA offered to reimburse the full amount 
forfeited by each of these firms. 


In an extraordinarily generous response to this offer, 
almost all of the firms chose instead to assign the 
entire amount owed to them to the Boston 
Foundation for Architecture to support its public- 
education programming, which focuses on public 
design advocacy and design-oriented public educa- 
tion,

many other firms and individual members who com- 


mitted an enormous amount of time, energy and 
other resources to the adventure.”

Twelve public-education programs throughout 
Massachusetts are receiving a total of $54,000 in 
grants this month from the Massachusetts design and 
construction industry. 


Architects, engineers, contractors, developers, civic 
leaders, and allied professionals awarded this 19th 
annual round of grants through the Boston 
Foundation for Architecture in an alliance with The 
Engineering Center Education Trust (TECET) and 
the Boston District Council of the Urban Land 
Institute (ULI). Each of these grants helps underwrite 
community-based public-education programs that 
focus on the built environment and environmental 
awareness. 


This year, the Foundation — created by the BSA in 
1984 and now in its fifth annual collaboration with 
TECET and third annual collaboration with ULI — 
solicited proposals for programs that focused on 
“investments in the next generation” and on ways in 
which communities throughout Massachusetts could 
strengthen awareness among young people of “the 
importance of well-designed buildings, public spaces, 
cities and their infrastructures.”

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Dixon reflects on his year as president 


The BSA literally has evolved in recent years into a 
Boston institution, one that not only enriches the pro- 
fessional lives of every one of its members, but also 
the civic life of Boston and this region. With each 
month as president, I experienced what I suspect past 
presidents have also experienced, an ever-deepening 
appreciation for the value gained by our profession 
and the larger community from the energy and com- 
mitment invested in the BSA by countless members 
(both architects and other industry professionals) and 
by the BSA's extraordinary staff. 


Of course, to paraphrase Spiderman, with great value 
comes great responsibility. I am truly proud of how 
the BSA has carried out our responsibilities over the 
past year. Roughly a year ago I struggled to assemble 
thoughts regarding how I would want to use my pres- 
idency, if elected. Looking back at those thoughts, I 
am struck by how important I thought it was then 
for the BSA to continue to grow in two parallel and 
mutually reinforcing directions — reaching out as an 
ever stronger voice in the affairs of our community 
and reaching within as an ever stronger source of sup- 
port for our membership. Despite very challenging 
economic times, I think that the BSA today has been 
remarkably successful in both efforts. As we approach 
2004, the BSA has developed a more influential civic 
voice and a broader array of services to its members 
than at any time in its 137-year history. 


The BSA has enhanced its civic role at a time when 
this role is perhaps more important than it has ever 
been to the profession and to the larger community 
because our world is changing in dramatic ways — 
we are living through what the Chinese reputedly 
refer to as “interesting times”. Three important 
trends, in particular, are reshaping our region — and 
our practices — and each of these trends presents 
increased needs for leadership from the BSA. 


During the 1970s, ’80s and "90s, the Boston region 
experienced some of the most dramatic sprawl in 
America; total miles driven increased more than 15 
times faster than population in this region since 1970 
and we continue to lose many acres of open space per 
hour to development. Over the past decade, the role 
of the public sector in paying for badly needed trans- 
portation, schools, parks, libraries, affordable hous- 
ing, and other essential elements of a livable society 
has dwindled to the point where we need to create 
innovative and often radical new approaches to pay- 
ing for these essential ingredients of livability. And 
finally, just as our society is decentralizing and the 
public sector's role is declining, we are becoming a 
much more diverse society; the same Boston that was 
more than 95% white as recently as 1960 will be a 
city with a majority population of color by 2010. 
The BSA is increasingly asked to take a leadership 
role in responding to each of these trends because as 


an institution we are unique in our commitment to 
enhancing the quality and character of our region's 
built, social, and natural environments. 


The BSA has responded to this need for leadership in 
all three arenas in important ways this year: 


© The Civic Initiative for a Livable New England — 
initiated by former BSA president Rebecca Barnes 
FAIA two years ago as a highly successful charrette to 
raise an alarm about the impact of sprawl on the 
Boston region — underwent an important transition 
in 2003. The BSA secured more than $130,000 in 
grants to transform the Civic Initiative into a perma- 
nent BSA effort that will support research, public 
education, outreach and advocacy to further the 
cause of more livable communities. Larissa Brown 
AICP, who served with me as co-director of the Civic 
Initiative last year, continues as the director. In 
October we appointed an advisory committee for the 
Civic Initiative consisting of leaders in the private 
sector, government, institutions, and advocacy organ- 
izations. 


© Perhaps the Civic Initiative’s most important con- 
tribution has been to serve as the principal catalyst 
for the creation of Massachusetts’ first Smart Growth 
Alliance. Working closely with Alexandra Lee and 
other BSA staff members, Larissa Brown played the 
lead role as Civic Initiative director in organizing the 
Alliance in collaboration with the Conservation Law 
Foundation, the Citizens Housing and Planning 
Association, the Environmental League of 
Massachusetts, the Fair Housing Center of Greater 
Boston and the Metropolitan Area Planning Council. 
To date, the Alliance has raised more than $1 million 
to pursue smart-growth goals. 


© Recognizing that while most people agree that 
sprawl is a problem and that it is far more difficult to 
identify alternatives, the BSA conceived and hosted 
the first national conference on “Density: Myth and 
Reality”, which was held in Boston in September and 
attracted more than 350 people from all parts of the 
US and beyond. The conference, which was officially 
opened by Mayor Menino, drew a long list of co- 
sponsors including the AIA’s national Housing and 
Regional and Urban Design Committees (which held 
their annual meetings in Boston in conjunction with 
the conference), the AIA’s Center for Livable 
Communities, and many other sponsors and support- 
ing associations. More than 80 speakers participated 
in workshops sponsored by organizations such as the 
EPA, the National Trust, and the Urban Land 
Institute; we explored case studies of cities as diverse 
as Birmingham, Chicago, and San Diego; keynote 
addresses were provided by former Maryland gover- 
nor Parris Glendenning and Massachusetts Chief of 
Commonwealth Development Doug Foy; and a wide 
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variety of tours, seminars, and other activities round- 
ed out the weekend. Perhaps most significant, the 
conference sold out of specially printed T-shirts that 
proclaimed: “Be Dense”. The BSA also sponsored a 
national design competition, Design for Density, in 
conjunction with the conference, and a call for papers 
on issues related to density, which will be published 
by the American Planning Association early in 2004. 
A long list of people deserve credit for the confer- 
ence’s success, starting with BSA special projects 
director Alexandra Lee who managed the incredibly 
complex logistics of a national conference; Randy 
Jones AIA, who coordinated the conference; Rob 
Chandler AIA, who coordinated Design for Density; 
BSA members and allies such as Diane Georgopulos 
AIA, Peter Smith AIA, Prataap Patrose and others 
who worked tirelessly. (For more information on the 
conference, see the story on p. 7.) 


© To integrate the full range of the BSA’s smart 
growth and other public policy initiatives more effec- 
tively, George Metzger AIA, chair of the BSA’s 
Legislative Affairs Committee, and George Bachrach, 
the BSA’s public policy advisor, took the lead in 
organizing a new Public Policy Council that meets 
quarterly to recommend public policy action/posi- 
tions, develop related public relations strategies, and 
coordinate related activities of many BSA commit- 
tees. 


© The BSA continued its effective advocacy, initiated 
by former president Robert Brown AIA and Urban 
Design Commissioner Marc Margulies AIA, of the 
best possible programming and design for the Rose 
Kennedy Greenway. Working closely with the BSLA, 
the BRA and the Turnpike Authority, the BSA 
sparked a public dialogue on the Greenway with a 
public forum in February that drew over 700 citizens 
to the BPL. In part responding to the BSA’s calls for 
greater public dialogue about urban design issues, 
the Globe devoted two full pages in February to cov- 
erage of the programming and design opportunities 
and challenges along the Greenway. 


© Addressing another important dimension of our 
changing profession, board member and BAC presi- 
dent Ted Landsmark, Assoc. AIA worked with BSA 
deputy director Nancy Jenner to organize the extraor- 
dinary two-day conference on diversity — “2020 
Vision” — at Build Boston last month. 


© ArchitectureBoston, the BSA’s bimonthly magazine, 
continued its proud tradition of insightful reporting. 
Under Elizabeth Padjen FAIA’s editorial leadership, 
the magazine is building a solid national reputation 
for thoughtful discussion of the issues that shape our 
built and natural environments. Now in its second 
year as a bimonthly publication, the magazine's circu- 
lation has grown to 20,000 and the BSA is exploring 
new partnerships to strengthen the magazine and 
extend its reach even further. 


This wonderful litany of achievements our members 
and allies have enjoyed during the past year just 
begins to scratch the surface of the BSA. Among the 
numerous other efforts that deserve notice are the 
design of our extraordinary website, the incredibly 
significant support of design-oriented public-educa- 
tion supported financially by grants from our own 
Boston Foundation for Architecture, the development 
of unique new member services such as our partner- 
ship with the Tremont Credit Union, the wonderful 
growth of new BSA networks for those in our firms 
who are not architects (the Office Management 
Wizards, the IT Wizards, the Human Resources 
Wizards, the Finance Wizards, the Marketing & PR 
Wizards and, most recently, the Design Library 
Wizards), our success in paying off the mortgages on 
The Architects Building and on and on, Our mem- 
bership is potent. 


Many more members deserve credit for these and 
other accomplishments over this past year. In particu- 
lar, I want to acknowledge two groups. First, my fel- 
low board members: I have had the sheer pleasure of 
working with a group of men and women of funda- 
mental good will who bring a deep sense of responsi- 
bility for the profession's and the BSA’s welfare to 
their participation on the board. I have learned a 
great deal from them and they have each contributed 
significantly to the BSA’s good fortunes this year. 
Second, all those members of the BSA who are not 
architects: virtually every aspect of the BSA’s activities 
— from the Board to the full roster of committees — 
benefits from the perspective, energy, technical 
knowledge, and generous spirit of those fellow profes- 
sionals who work with us. 


Ata recent meeting of leaders of other big-city AIA 
chapters, I learned that a colleague had been presi- 
dent of his large city chapter during a search for a 
new executive director. If I have ever met someone 
with whom I would not want to trade lives, it is that 
poor fellow. No musing upon a year as BSA president 
is remotely complete without acknowledging the 
skill, commitment, efficiency, and sheer sense of 
responsibility that our executive director, Richard 
Fitzgerald, and his superb staff bring to the BSA. 
They are a lot of fun to work with and, probably 
most important to me, they are fundamentally sup- 
portive of an environment in which any of us can 
bring ideas to the table that we believe will enrich the 
BSA and then watch the staff turn the ideas into pro- 
grams, services, conferences, committees and a good 
deal more. I truly believe that this supportive staff 
attitude, coupled with its unerring sense of strategic 
wisdom, is what has ultimately enabled the BSA to 
evolve into such a strong and respected institution 
and I am grateful for the opportunity you gave me to 
serve as its president during the past year. Thank you.
